Created 
by Reinhold Marxhausen, the show contains about 30 small- 
format pieces which the "viewer" is expected to manipulate in 
order to produce sounds. Given its variety of textures, shapes, 
and sounds, "Do You Hear" is of special interest to visually 
impaired individuals, although it holds plenty of visual appeal 
for sighted audiences.The exhibition is on loan to the GDAC 
courtesy of the artist who makes his home in Seward, 
Nebraska.

FALL WRAP-UP 


September through December brought the Meadows 
two of its most successful exhibitions ever. The 
second Material: Hard and Soft contemporary crafts 
competition presented Denton an overview of the 
national crafts scene with work by 90 craftpersons 
from across the United States. Artistic appeal was 
followed by popular appeal in the Meadow's holiday 
exhibition, "Trains: Models and Memories." 
Nostalgia reigned as over 3500 persons visited our 
display of toy and model trains. Combined with 
railroad memorabilia and a two-day appearance of a 
real engine (courtesy of Union Pacific) the show was 
proof that the railroad lore still fires the popular 
imagination.

The Texas Accountants and Lawyers for the Arts (TALA) has 
sponsored the publication of several books of great value to 
artists and administrators. Financial Management of 
Nonprofit Arts Organizations is a concise guide to the major 
concerns facing fiscal officers of nonprofit organizations, and 
a handy tool for staying on this side of the IRS. 


Two other new TALA publications are of particular value to 
producing artists. ight and the Visual Artists and 

right for Performing and Literary Artists are an 
introduction to the mechanics of protecting your work as well 
as an overview of current copyright law. 


A revised version of TALA's Establishing Tax-Exempt Arts 
Organizations in Texas is also available. This booklet is 
must reading for any organization considering incorporation 
for the purpose of achieving tax exempt status.

Dr. Betty Copeland, GDAC executive 
committee member and TWU art faculty 
chairperson, is coordinating the 1989 
Wildflowers Student Exhibition. The 
event is co-sposored by TWU and 
supported by a grant from Lynn and 
Jerry Cott of Sundown Ranch. Last 
year's event drew over 18,000 
participants from 61 Denton area 
schools.

Behlen, a professional writer and publisher, has 
published several volumes of poetry and had been 
included in prominent regional and national periodicals 
and anthologies. His most recent collection Dreaming at 
the Wheel (Corona Press) is on sale at the GDAC and 
will also be available at the reading.
